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CRA reviews yean looks 
to next week’s public hearing 


Mayor Clem Bartolai at Tuesday evening’s 
adjourned meeting announced that at next week’s 
Sierra Madre City Council meeting the public hear¬ 
ing con erning the proposed widening and improve¬ 
ment of Orange Grove with the city of Arcadia 
would be held. All those residents along that street 
have been notified of this meeting. 

In the brief, adjourned meeting, Sierra Madre 
City Councilmembers reviewed their year as Com¬ 
munity Redevelopment Agency Directors and made 
note of the fact that their activities and projects 
had no impact on housing in Sierra Madre. No 
households were displaced or moved and no low 
or moderate income housing projects were under¬ 
taken v. ithin the previous or current fiscal years. 

Projects begun and not yet completed in¬ 
clude expansion and improvement of the police 
and fire facilities, improvement to the Central Busi¬ 
ness District parking lots (with the authorization 
of a three-phase development project for the Mari¬ 
posa parking lot); the Sierra Madre Public Library 
improvements which authorized matching funds, 
not to exceed $250,000 for a state grant and con¬ 
struction of handicap restroom facilities at Sierra 
Vista Park. 

Other improvements not completed include 
fencing at Sierra Vista Park, spreading basin #19 
improvements, a three-year self-initiated Main 
Street Program and completion of the corporate 
yards. 

Listed in the 1988-89 work program are intra- 
structure improvements to project area and im¬ 
pacted access including (but not limited to) streets,

Also included are the Central Business Dis¬ 
trict Redevelopment in accordance with Sierra 
Madre Boulevard Redevelopment Plan ‘‘by asser¬ 
tive redevelopment,” the Mariposa parking lot 
property acquisition which would assure improved 
public parking, a review of the Sierra Madre Gen¬ 
eral Plan (an ad hoc committee has been appointed 
and meets on a monthly basis with this in mind) 
and owner participation development of a medical 
center and improvement to the Skilled Nursing 
Facility. 

Total expenditures amount to $451,313 which 
include work in progress for the fire and police 
facility and the fire truck, the latter which cost 
$202,061. Total revenues include $478,364. 

The CRA was established in November, 1973. 
The project area of the CRA includes approxi¬ 
mately 124 acres in an east-west direction through 
the center of the city along Sierra Madre Blvd. 

The primary purpose of the agency is to elimin¬ 
ate blighted areas. The two initial projects under¬ 
taken were the contruction of public safety faci¬ 
lities which house both the police and fire depart¬ 
ments as well as the construction of city hall facili¬ 
ties. The construction was completed finally in 1977. 

On Dec. 8, 1987, a police communication sys¬ 
tem was approved at $51,000. On Jan. 26, 1988, 
the communication system was completed and is 
capitalized for $80,255. 

On Nov. 12, 1986, the CRA authorized the 
purchase of a fire engine for $166,669 and on 
Mar. 3, 1988, the engine was purchased for $ 174 , 307 . 
More equipment at an additional $27,754 was 
expended, making the total cost $202,061.

The new year brings new traffic 
laws that everyone must observe. 

The statuatory package left under 
this year’s holiday tree by the Legisla¬ 
ture contains a number of new traffic 
laws that will affect virtually every mo¬ 
torist in the state . 

• Using bike lanes to turn. One new 

law that applies to all drivers is a clari¬ 
fication of the section on driving in 
bicycle lanes. The current law permits a 
driver preparing to turn to drive in a 
bike lane but establishes no limit. After 
New Year’s, a driver preparing to turn 
may not occupy a bike lane for more 
than 200 feet from the turning point. 

• Entering and leaving HOV 
lanes. Another new statute clarifies the 
law on entering and exiting high- 
occupancy vehicle commute lanes. Be¬ 
ginning next year it will be illegal to 
cross the double parallel solid lines 
separating HOV lanes from non-re- 
stricted lanes. 

• Parking in a handicapped 
space. Parking illegally in a handi¬ 
capped space is going to cost more in 
1989. The minimum fine has been 
doubled — from $50 to $100. 

• Evading arrest. Convictions for 
attempting to evade a peace officer now 
carry substantially stiffer maximum 
penalties as the result of an urgency 
measure that went into effect last Aug. 
22 . 

• Juvenile offenders. Another sig¬ 
nificant new law is expected to give 
teenagers considerable incentive to stay 
away from alcohol and drugs — by 
suspending their driver’s licenses for a 
year (or delaying their eligibility for a 
year if they don’t yet have a license) if 
they are convicted of either using or 
possessing drugs of alcohol. The law 
applies to anyone 13 to 21 years of age. 

• Mandatory jail. The same law re¬ 
quires a court to impose a mandatory 
jail sentence on anyone convicted to 
causing an injury accident while driving 
with a revoked or suspended license, 
provided the accident results from an 
illegal or negligent action.

Three public service announcement VCR 
tapes funded and produced at the request of 
Sierra Madre Telarts are available on loan 
from the Main Street office. 

Telarts, in case you don’t recognize the 
name, is the Sierra Madre foundation dedicated 
to public awareness and community utilization 
of cable TV. 

Each of the announcements is 60 seconds 
in length. They feature the themes of: “Shop 
Sierra Madre; Vistit Sierra Madre and Sierra 
Madre Heritage.” If you have CableVision you 
may have seen them last summer when they 
were aired for several weeks. My cable com¬ 
pany is not CableVision so I’m not sure if they 
are still getting air time. 

Incorporating one or more of the spots into 
business commercials on cable TV is one 
possiblity . . . and desirable use. Letting them 
run on a TV monitor in a display window for 
a morning or afternoon is a unique “shopper 
stopper” idea. 

Clubs and organizations can use the tapes 
as part of a new member orientation, or in 
corporate them into one of their regular meet¬ 
ings. Their use is only limited by the human 
imagination. 

“Keeping Main Street at Work” is another 
VCR tape available from the Main Street film 
library. Composed of four, 20-minute sec¬ 
tions (each segment can stand alone) describing 
the Main Street downtown revitalization pro¬ 
cess, they are available “with or without” a 
Main Street volunteer. Clubs, organiza¬ 
tions and other interested in hearing more 
about Sierra Madre’s downtown revitalization 
process will find these tapes providing a quality 
program.

Property can escape reassessment 


“A little-known 
constitutional amend¬ 
ment allows homeowners 
to transfer ownership of 
their residence to their 
children or spouse 
without losing the 
low ‘Proposition 13’ 
assessment for property 
taxes,” says Richard 
M. Kasten, managing 
partner of Bliss Keeler 
Investments in Arca¬ 
dia. There is no sales 
price limit when the 
transfer involves a prin¬ 
cipal residence. 

Other transactions ex¬ 
cluded form reassessment 
are transfers of the 
first $1 million worth 
of real estate (other than 


principal residence) bet¬ 
ween parent and child. 
For the purpose of the 
amendment, children 
are liberally defined to 
include step-children and 
their spouses, sons- 
in-law, daughters-in-law 
and legally adopted child¬ 
ren who were adopted 
before turning age 18. 

Kasten also added 
that according to the Los 
Angeles County assessor’s 
office, a qualified buyer 
should apply for 
the Proposition 58 re¬ 
assessment exlusion 
when the deed transfer¬ 
ring ownership is filed 
with the county 
recorder’s office.
